The Labor Mass M eeting and Other 
News of Y esterday’s Events 
in the City.

THE MORE YOUNG CA8E. 


Mr. T. J. Cuddy Sentenced to 
Six Months Imprisonment, 


THE 
PROCEEDINGS IN 
COURT 


Testimony in Relation to the Charge 
Against the Secretary of the 
Wine Company. 


W hen the U nited 
States M arshal 
called the United States District Court 
to order yesterday m orning at 10 o’clock, 
the room was crowded with citizens, 
m any of whom were friends of Mr. T. J. 
Caddy, who was summoned to appear and 
show cauce why he should not be judged 
guilty of contem pt. 
Mr. Cuddy had 
arrived w ith his attorney, Mr. T. B, 
Brown, a few 
m inutes before, and 
occupied a seat at one of the tables be­ 
fore the bench. 
After court had con­ 
Tened. Judge Roes asked if there were 
any motionB. 
Mr. Grady of Fresno, one of the attor­ 
neys for Mr. W. More Young, who is on 
trial 
on a charge 
of making false 
returns to the Revenue 
Department 
of 
the 
United 
States, 
rose 
and 
asked that the contem pt proceedings 
be continned until after the trial of his 
client had been concluded. H e had read 
a maliciously false account of the pro­ 
ceedings on* Tuesday in an evening 
paper, and, judging from that, the ac­ 
counts of the proceedings of the con­ 
tem pt m atter m ight be exaggerated in 
each a manner as to influence the jury in 
a manner prejudicial to the interests of 
his client. If possible, he would prefer 
that the contempt case should be con­ 
tinued so that there should be no danger 
of any such an influence brought upon 
the jurymen. 
Judge Roes said that he did not be­ 
lieve that the jary could be influenced 
by the contempt proceedings. The men 
choeen to eerve in the case were all good 
men, and their opinion of the guilt of 
the defendant would he derived from the 
testimony in the case. If a contempt 
had been com m itted it should be deter­ 
mined at once, and such a m atter was of 
th e greatest im portance and demanded 
im mediate 
attention. 
H e 
therefore 
ordered th at the m atter be heard at 
once. 
Mr. Brown asked w hat section of the 
statutes the proceeding was brought 
under. 
United States District Attorney read 
section 725 of the revised statutes, which 
Mr. Brown said he could not see bore on 
the case. Jndge Rose decided that it 
did, and Mr. Brown, after takipg an ex­ 
ception, entered a general denial to the 
charge of contempt. 
Mr. Robert M cGarvin, the juror upon 
whose statem ent the proceedings had 
been instituted, was sworn. In response 
to questions he said that on Monday he 
had a conversation with Mr. Cuddy in 
his office. 
M r. Caddy had gone into his 
office, and patting 
his hand on his 
shoulder had said that he had a friend 
here from Fresno whom he would meet 
in a few days. 
W itness understood Mr. 
Cuddy to say th at the nam e of his friend 
was W . More Young. 
Mr. Cuddy said 
th at his friend was a line fellow, and as 
he went away said th at his friend ought 
to be acquitted. 
W itness further testi­ 
fied th at in reply to Mr. Caddy he had 
said, “ T hat’s all r ig h t ,b u t he did not 
know w hat was m eant. 
He did not 
know then that W . More Young was 
under indictm ent in the United States 
Court. 
There was no cross-examination, and 
D. C. M cGarvin, the son of the first 
witness, testified th a t he was present in 
the office when Mr. Cuddy had gone in. 
H r. Caddy had taken his father aside 
and talked to him in a low tone of voice. 
This concluded th e testimony for the 
prosecution and Mr. Brown moved that 
the proceedings be dismissed on the 
ground that no contempt had been com­ 
m itted. It had not been shown that 
Mr. Cuddy knew he was talking-to a 
juror when he talked to Mr. McGarvin, 
nor that any inducement had been of­ 
fered. There had been nothing brought 
out to show th at Mr. Cuddy spoke to 
him as a juror or knew that he was a 
juror. Jndge Ross denied the motion to 
dismiss. 
Mr. Cuddy then took the stand and 
said that he knew Mr. Young and he had 
taken an interest in him , and had spok­ 
en to a great many pereona about him, 
H e had taken occasion to say to a great 
m any persons that he thought Mr. Young 
was innocent. Mr. McGarvin’s statem ent 
was true. He had talked to him about 
Mr. Young, but in the same m anner as 
he had talked to other prominent citi­ 
zens. W hen he talked to Mr. McGarvin 
he had no idea that he was a juror, or 
that he was com mitting an impropriety 
in talking to him . H e had simply tola 
Mr. McGarvin that he knew Mr. Young 
and that he was a fine young man, with 
no intention of interfering with the pro­ 
cess of the court. 
In answer to questions upon cross-ex­ 
am ination, Mr. Cuddy said that he had 
first m et Mr. Young during the campaign 
last year, bnt that he did not know until 
two 
or 
three 
days 
ago 
that he 
was 
charged 
w ith 
any 
crime. 
He 
had 
spoken to 
a 
number of 
persons the same as he did to Mr. Mc- 
Garvin, among them Colonel Pearson, 
Mr. Dryden, Mr. H arvey and many 
others who came to his place of business. 
H e had spoken of the m atter just as the 
subject occurred to him , because he be­ 
lieved Mr. Young to be innocent. 
He 
had told them so just as he had told the 
Coart th at he believed it, and as he 
wonld have told the Judge if he had met 
him . 
Mr. Brown called attention to the fact 
th at Mr. Cuddy did not know that Mr. 
McGarvin was a juror, and that it was 
no contempt of court to express an 
opinion to an outsider. 
Judge Roes said that the very fact that 
Mr. Cuddy went to Mr. McGarvin and 
told him he would m eet Young in a few 
days shows that he knew that he was 
one of the term trial jurors likely to be 
impaneled to try the case. 
Judgm ent was ordered entered on the 
docket that, whereas, in the progress of 
the trial of W. More Young upon the 
examination of one Robert McGarvin, as 
a trial juror, testimony was adduced 
showing that he was approached by one 
T. J, Caddy with the intention on his 
part with influencing said juror, and the 
C oart having fully considered said testi­ 
m ony, does now find the fact to be that 
said T. J. Cuddy did approach said 
McGarvin with a view of improperly in­ 
fluencing him as a juror, it is hereby 
adjudged by the Court that said T. J. 
Cuddy be im prisoned in the County Jail 
for the period of six m onths. 
After judgm ent had been pronounced, 
Mr. Caddy went with Deputy Marshal 
Tom Hayes, at 3 o’clock, and climbed 
the H ill which leads to the County Jail. 
In times past there was a considerable 
degree of rivalry, politically and other- 
wiae, between C aptain Darcy, who is 


'now in charge of the County Jail, and 
Mr. Cnddy, bnt their meeting under 
these peculiar circumstances was very 
like the coming together of old friends. 
Mr. Darcy save he will do all in hie 
power to make Mr. Cuddy’s stay a 
pleasant one. 
As a contempt-of-court 
prisoner, the ex-Chief is entitled to a 
room by himself, and to whatever privi­ 
leges the jail rules can allow. 
A small 
room off the main hall had been carpeted 
and fitted up for his reception, and the 
freedom of the halls and corridors is 
allowed with it. 
The new prisoner spent the afternoon 
and evening in one of the rooms at the 
front of the building in which Anschlag 
died, and which is now occupied by 
Deputy Jailer H unter. 
A num ber of 
Mr. Cuddy’s friends called in the course 
of the afternoon to express their sym ­ 
pathy and regrot, and the misfortune of 
imprisonment was considerably tempered 
by the hearty display of kindly feeling 
which it brought out. 


THE DISTILLERY CASE. 


W. More Young; C harged w ith »i 
ftifytn f R etu rn s. 
The case in which Mr. McGarvin was 
announced as a juror is now on trial be­ 
fore Judge R068. The case came to pub­ 
lic notice in April, 1888, when informa­ 
tion was lodged in the Internal Revenue 
office at San Francisco that returns had 
been falsified as to the am ount of brandy 
manufactured at the Fruitvale Wine and 
Fruit Company’s winery, situated a short 
distance from Fresno. 
AgentB of the 
Governm ent were sent to that vicinity, 
and after taking a num ber of affidavits it 
was discovered that the Government had 
been defrauded of a certain amount of 
Government tax. I t was found that a 
tank had been buried in the ground 
and that brandy had been distilled 
which 
had 
never 
been 
accounted 
for, and which had been used 
in 
fortifying wines. A seizure was made, 
and the Government believed that it had 
a small case. The law allows a com­ 
promise of theBe cases, upon the pay­ 
m ent of the am ount due the Govern­ 
m ent, and the corporation deposited 
$2,000, and the compromise was about to 
be accepted at W ashington, when one of 
the directors wrote to a friend at Wash­ 
ington and asked him to use his influence 
to have the $2,000 refunded. Another 
investigation was made, anu ulue wit­ 
nesses were summoned. 
It is now 
claimed that the Government was de­ 
frauded of $20,000. W arrants were issued 
on November 19th for Eli B. Davis and 
W. More Young, charging them with 
having made false returns of the brandy 
distilled. Davis was arrested in San 
Francisco and sent down here, and is 
now under bonds awaiting trial. Young, 
who is a clerk in a bank at Fresno, is 
now on trial. 
Yesterday Eli B. Davis was put on the 
stand for tbe prosecution. 
He testified 
that he was the Superintendent of the 
winery and distillery, that there was a 
tank buried under the ground into which 
brandy was run to be used in fortifying 
the sweet wines. This was used from 
August, 1887, to January, 1888, and 
false returns were made astotheam ount 
of brandy distilled and as to the number 
of hours the distillery was run. 
He also 
testified that the defend®*?*- tn«w ahont 
it, and that as Secretary of the company 
he made out the returns and knew that 
they were false. 
The afternoon session was taken np 
with the cross-examination of the wit­ 
ness. He testified that the company was 
organized in 1885, and that while he did 
not subscribe for any of the stock he re­ 
ceived some of it for the work he did. 
His father was President of the com­ 
pany. W itness had 
worked 
as 
an 
ordinary laborer until August, 1887, 
when be 
was 
appointed 
Superin­ 
tendent by the Board of Directors. 
He 
was directed to take full charge of the 
cellar and was to superintend the m ak­ 
ing of wine and brandy, but not to keep 
an account of the wine and brandy he 
made. H e had been instructed to make 
the returns on the revenue books as light 
as possible, and he kept no account of 
tbe am ount of wine or brandy made. He 
did not keep a full record, because he 
had been instructed not to by the direc­ 
tors. 
He had not seen Mr. Young at the 
distillery during the summer, when the 
still was in operation. 
He testified to 
the correctness of tbe statem ent made by 
Mr. Young, as compared with the returns 
made by him on the government book. 
Tbe distillery was in operation at night 
time, and he was there sometimes after 
midnight. 
He 
never 
saw 
Young 
there at th at tim e, although he pasred 
by on his way home after 
night. 
He testified that his fattier had told him 
to look out and not get caught, as he 
didu’t waDt anything to do with that part 
of the business. Afterwards he testified 
that his father never gave him orders. 
He had never told the directors that he 
was hiding brandv in the tank, nor had 
he ever told Mr. Young that he was put­ 
ting brandy there. 
He had not been 
hired to swindle the Government, but 
was told to make tbe returns as light as 
possible by the Board of Directors. Noth­ 
ing had been said to him about using tbe 
brandy for fortifying the wine before tbe 
revenue had been paid on it. 
Tbe case was continned at this point 
until this morning at 10 o’clock.

San B ern a rd in o has a grand citrus 
fair in full blast. 
It opened last night 
with a magnificent display of fruits of all 
th e branches of 
the citrus family. 
Riverside, R edlands and all the country 
around are joined with the county seat 
in this display. 
San Bernardino county 
has the finest of orange groves, and 
is planting no end of new trees. Such a 
thing as the scale bug of any variety has 
never gained a foothold in the county 
and if the present diligent and watchful 
methoda are pursued, the nuisance never 
will find lodgem ent in the fine groves of 
that section. 


A p p e a r a n c e s give reason for the hope 
th a t the early promise of an exceptional 
agricultural y ear in this Eection will not 
be blighted by a failure of the “ latter 
rain s.” Scarcely had we begun to wish 
for another dispensation when yesterday 
m orning the wind changed from the dry 
harsh nature of the north, to the soft, 
dam p nature of the southern currents, 
and last night the sky was thickly 
clouded, w ith an easterly wind springing 
up. 
If these elem ents aro not disturbed 
th e rain will be here in a few hours. 
LaBt night th e barom eter began to fall 
slowly, another indication of a change 
for the better. 


T o - d a y the Democratic clans of the 
Angelic City m eet in convention to name 
candidates for the several offices under 
the municipal governm ent.

T he black scale on the oranges in this 
section has existed for a great many 
years. Nearly fifteen years ago the red 
scale m ade his first appearance, and 
about ten years since the first cottony 
cushion scale bugs were found on the 
trees of this section. For six or seven 
years no efforts were made to destroy 
the destroyer of our groves, and ever 
since then the efforts made ta v e been 
spasmodic, 
desultory 
and 
sporadic, 
rather than general, persistent and con­ 
tinued. 
Y et the pest has not spread 
tench 
beyond 
a 
very 
few local­ 
ities. 
The 
scale 
has 
made 
sad 
bavoc in 
the groves of San Gabriel 
Valley in such 
cases, as where no 
tronóle has been taken to destroy it. 
Orange and Santa Ana have also suffered 
grievously under similar circumstances. 
The sam e is true of Lob Angeles city and 
the im m ediate vicinity. The peat has 
•pread mostly since the great specula­ 
tive boom in realty began, when many 
groves were abandoned to the tender 
mercies of the bug. 
Yet in spite of so 
m uch neglect, of so little proper effort to 
exterminate it, th e spread has been slow, 
and properly cared for sections have 
len kept free from it. The Duarte, 
«nag, Pomona, San Bernardino, River- 
Inglewood, and scores of other 
: have no scale of any sort. Even 
I m idst of th e infected districts may 
and orchards where there is not a 
of the scale. I t requires only 
and watchfulness to get rid of the 
and only th e same to keep rid of it. 


■ ■ ••la, R m a l u R elation* 
W ith 
the U nited State* and R n iilin 
L iteratu re. 
Of all European nations, with the ex­ 
ception of France, Russia has been the 
most persevering friend of the United 
States, and the friendship has 
been 
heartily reciprocated in this country. This 
fact is called to mind very forcibly in the 
dedication to the Hon. Andrew G. Cur­ 
tin of a translation of a work of Nikolai 
Vasilyevitch Gogol, by Jerem iah Curtin. 
The book itself, “ Taras Bulba,” is a 
strong and favorable specimen of Russian 
literature of later days, but oí that, moro 
in detail towards the conclusion of this 
article. In the dedication, an episode is 
related of the residence of Mr. Curtin as 
M inister of the United States at the court 
of St. Petersburg. 
In an interview be­ 
tween Prince Gortschakoff and the great 
W ar Governor, the former produced in­ 
disputable evidence, from the archives of 
the Russian Foreign office, 
showing 
that both the Em peror Napoleon III. 
and 
England 
had 
proposed 
to 
the Em peror 
Alexander that Russia 
should join with them in recognizing the 
Southern Confederacy. This Alexander 
peremptorily refused to do, and his refu­ 
sal undoubtedly was highly instrumental 
in making the war for the Union a suc­ 
cess. 
France, England and Spain after­ 
ward united in placing Maximilian on 
the Mexican throne—a scheme which a 
mere hint from the rehabilitated United 
States made abortive, with disaster to 
the unfortunate Austrian archduke and 
great loss of prestige to France. 
From whatever cause it sprang, this 
sym pathy of the two nations has un­ 
doubtedly existed from a very early dav 
It was very strongly exemplified during 
the Anglo-Franco-Turko-Russian war. 
The kindly feeling of the immense ma­ 
jority of the American people was un­ 
questionably with Russia in that mighty 
conflict. 
Since then, particularly, Russia 
has been perfectly friendly to all sorts of 
A merican enterprises, and to Amer­ 
icans 
of 
all 
kinds 
and 
degrees. 
American engineers and mechanicians 
have been in high favor in all portions of 
the Russian em pire, and their handiwork 
is to be seen in railways, bridges and 
other public works even in Siberia. The 
great fortune of the W inans family of 
Baltim ore was made in Russia, and this 
was but one of many. 
Russia is the 
m ost autocratic country on e a rth ; the 
U nited States is supposed to be the most 
democratic. 
And yet no opportunity 
offers that the two people are not found 
cheek by jowl—sleeping together in the 
same truckle-bed, b o to speak. 
It seems to be a fanciful supposition 
but it would not surprise U3 if Russia 
were to be the next European Republic, 
and simply because it is such a thorough 
despotism . The storm which overturned 
the BourbonB of France left the Guelphs 
undisturbed in England, because the one 
country acknowledged the right divine 
of kings, with accompaniments of lettres 
de oacket and oppression, while the 
other 
upheld the 
right 
of habeas 
corpus. A great storm arose in England 
over the W ilkes case, which resulted 
in seating th at splendid demagogue in 
Parliam ent. 
An abler Frenchm an, a 
thousand fold, than W ilkes was an able 
Englishm an, w a s M irabean, who w aB 
landed in the Baetile through the agency 
of the infamous lettres de cachet. Mira- 
beau afterwards turned up in the French 
National Assembly, and had it not been 
for his m atchless voice the Bourbons 
m ight still be ruling in France. 
So great has been the iron oppression 
of the Russian people that tremendous 
and unexampled excesses may be looked 
for there, if ever the iron hand of the 
military is removed, or if the soldiery 
itself should become disaffected. The 
whole Russian life back to remotest ages 
seem s to have been overshadowed by a 
gloomy mirage. This has resulted in the 
development of a specially set, resolute 
and even dogged type of people, and the 
essential characteristic of the race may 
be said to be melancholy in the extreme, 
with a strong infusion, often of heroism 
and 
still 
oftener 
of 
ferocity. 
So 
strong is this elem ent that the sun 
seems never to shine in all the broad 
Russian land, w hether it be in the Great 
or Little Russias, or the steppes of the 
Don. A phase of individuality is being 
created there which was well illustrated 
in the office of the Prefect of Police at 
St. Petersburg, Bhortly before the assas­ 
sination of the Em peror Alexander. A 
young man appeared before that dig­ 
nitary holding in his hand, near his 
mouth, a small pellet which was plainly 
exposed to view. 
He stated that this 
pellet was a package of Prussic acid, 
tliat it was useless to attem pt to seize 
him , for he would swallow it if the effort 
were made. He then announced that he 
was commissioned by the Nihilist section 
to which he belonged to state that the 
Em peror had been tried and condemned 
and would be executed if certain reforms, 
which he particularized,were not granted. 
Having accomplished bis mission, he 
swallowed the poison and dropped dead. 
A nation which has an extensively rami* 
fie«l organization of such men is on the 
biink of revolution alwayB. 
The first Napoleon, in one of hie con­ 
versations with the Count de las Casas, 
at the island of St. H elena, said that in 
fifty years Europe would be all Cossack 
or all republican. 
I t is certain that 
Russia has not as much influence in 
Europe now as she had in the days of 
the Holy Alliance. 
Napoleon’s alter­ 
native, however, throwing in a few more 
decades, 
may 
be 
accomplished 
by 
Europe becoming republican; and if she 
does, Russia, as likely as not, will head 
the procession. 
Thifl profound gloom characterizes the 
whole of Russian literature, and casts over 
it a Bpirit of which the Diet Irx , the De 
Profanáis, the Seven Penitential Psalms 
and the Dead March in Saul are compo­ 
sitions as cheerful as Milton’s “ Comus” 
or Shakspeare’s “ As Yon Like It.” All 
the Russian novels and poems are of a 
tenor that knocks silly the tenebru- 
ceremonies 
of 
the oldest Christian 
church. 
It is nearly equal to being 
massacred to have to read them . 
To 
peruse even the works of the illustrious 
Tolstoi is like champing saw-dnst in the 
mouth, with 
the addition of a most 


pitiful falling in at the pit of the stomach 
through the gruesoniene6s of the thing. 
A tirbt-class funeral is a rattling diver­ 
tissement compared to th e compound 
comminuted agony and dullness of a Rus­ 
sian novel, 
la Taras Bulba, Cossack 
ferocity is run mad, and one is reminded 
of the crunching of m yriads of human 
bones around the walls of Carthage dur­ 
ing the siege in the days of Humilc&r. 
And yet Nicolai Vasilyevich Gogol is an 
eloquent writer. The only trouble about 
him , as about nearly all th e Russian 
novelists, is that he makes one sick at 
the stomach with the brutality and car­ 
nage he delights to depict. 
His history relates to the days of the 
wars between the Cosea< ka of the Don 
and the Polos, and from the opening 
chapter to its 
ending there 
is gore 
galore. 
Blood flows on like the stream 
of 
Iaer 
rolling 
rapidly. 
A 
minor 
feature of the horrors of this Russian 
novel is the cacophouy of th e nomencla­ 
ture. The nam es alone in these Russian 
books are enough to m ake the reader 
retire wounded from the literary fray. 
“ Kukubenko, ” 
“ Golokopvtenko, ” 
“ Vovtuzenko,” “ Pisarenko,” “ Nevelit- 
chky,” “ Zadorojny,” “ Cherevichenko,” 
and a hundred other such euphonious 
pationymics grace the heroes who led 
the Cossack van, and the slaughter was 
fully in proportion to the im molation of 
the vowels. 
If that revolution which shall convert 
Russia into a Republic shall also revolu­ 
tionize her nam es into some concordance 
with sweet sounds, and kill off her 
novelists and poets, it cannot come too 
soon for the good of m ankind.

United States 
The report was ordered entered at length 
on the journal. 
A resolution reported from the Com 
mittee on Elections and Privileges that 
the committee revise the existing law 
regulating the election of Members of 
Congress, was taken up and h earts spoke 
in its support. After carefully going over 
the case and reading petitions, etc., 
Evarts said the great question came at 
last to be w hether there was to be toler­ 
ated in this country an authority and a 
persistent power that was to set aside 
the government of the constitution and 
of the laws. If there should prove to be 
an irreconcilable conflict between public 
opinion in Texas, or in New York, and 
public opinion in the country at large, 
iiis opinion was th a t the opinion of the 
whole country 
m ust finally prevail. 
Coke obtained the floor and the Senate 
adjourned. 


THE HOUSE. 


W a s h in g t o n ,February 13.—The Cham ­ 
ber of tbe Houpe presented a lively scene 
this morning. Though nothing of a sen­ 
sational character was expected, the gal 
leries were filled au hour before noon by 
a crowd of spectators eager to witness 
the ceremonies attending the counting of 
the electoral vote. Ladies were in a large 
majority. 
Many ladies were upon 
the 
floor 
pleading with the members for passes 
to the already 
oveifluwing 
galleries 
Beside the Speaker’s chair was placed 
one tor Senator Ingaiis, wiio, us pre­ 
siding officer of the Senate, was to pre­ 
side over the joint assembly. 
At noon 
the Speaker’s gavel hushed the hum O! 
conversation and the chaplain made an 
appropriate prayer. 
After routine business at 1 o’clock the 
legislative proceedings were suspended 
and the Senators filed into the cham ­ 
ber. 
Captain Bassett carried a box 
containing the returns from the F'lec- 
toral College. The Representatives re­ 
mained standing until the Senators had 
taken their seats, then Senator Ingalls, 
seated on 
the 
right hand 
of the 
Speaker, called 
the 
joint assembly 
to order and stated the business be­ 
fore it. 
The presiding officer then broke the 
seal of the certificate from Alabama and 
handed it to Senator Manderson, one of 
the tellers, who read the document. 
It 
was in due form, and showed the ten 
electoral votes of Alabama had been cast 
forC levelm d and Thurm an. The cer­ 
tificate gave in minute detail the pro­ 
ceedings of the meeting of electors in 
Montgomery. It contained the ballots 
cast by each elector for President and 
Vice-President. It was accompanied by 
a statem ent from the Governor of Ala­ 
bama certifying to the election of the 
electors therein nam ed. The reading 
consumed seventeen minutes. 
Thereafter the reading of the returns 
was dispensed with, and the tellers, af­ 
ter inspection, merely announced the 
result in each átate. 
" 
Oregon having been reached, the 
presiding officer said: 
“ The 
Presi­ 
dent of the Senate hap received two 
certificates and two other papers pur­ 
porting to be certificates from 
the 
State of Oregon. 
As required by law, 
he opens them all and delivers them to 
the tellers, who will read, if there be no 
objection, only th at which is authenti­ 
cated by the certificate of the electors, 
certified by the Governor of the State of 
Oregon to have been duly appointed in 
such State, as appears in the copy of such 
certificate transm itted to the two houses 
of Congress by the Secretary of State.” 
Another pause, and Senator M ander­ 
son said : 
“ The tellers have examined 
the different certificates presented to 
them, and find but one in duplicate certi­ 
fied to by the Governor of the State of 
Oregon. Over a great deal of that State 
it seems to be in due form, and it ap­ 
pears th a t Benjamin Harrison, of In ­ 
diana, received three votes for Vice­ 
President.” There was no objection to 
the vote being so counted, and the read­ 
ing of returns was completed and footed 
without further incident. 
The presiding 
officer, upon receiving the result, said: 
“ The votes for President of the United 
States as delivered to the President of 
the Senate is as follows: Whole num ber 
of electors appointed to vote for President 
of the United States, 401, of which a 
majority is 201. Benjamin Harrison, of 
the State of Indiana, received for Presi­ 
dent of the United States 233 votes, and 
Grover Cleveland, of the State of New 
York, received 168 votes.” In like m an­ 
ner, and with the same majority, the 
election of Levi P. Morton, of New York, 
to be Vice-President was declared, and 
both were directed to be entered in the 
journals of the Senate and House. The 
joint session was then dissolved and the 
House resumed consideration of th e 1 
Smalls-Elliott contested election case. 


the people of the United States. There 
were a number of States in tbe North 
which would not have a shadow of a 
chance of being carried by Republicans 
except for the colored race, and yet not 
a single instance had there been of a man 
elected to Congress who had a tinge of 
color in his blood. 
Hopkins, of Illinois, asked Hemphill 
if he knew of a Northern State where a 
colored man aspires in th at direction, 
and if be did not know that the colored 
men were taken care of in the North by 
white men. 
I know th at,” cried H em phill sar­ 
castically, “ I know that.

known a colored m an in a Northern 
State who had the presumption to sup­ 
pose they would elect him to office, even 
f he did aspire to it.” 
This aroused the Republicans, and

mediately, plying Hem phill with ques­ 
tions which neither he nor any one else 
was able to hear, on account oi the great 
confusion in the House and the persist­ 
ent 
demand 
for the regular order. 
Finally Rowell’s voice was heard above 
tbe rest declaring that, 
in 
Illinois, 
colored men bad been elected to the 
legislature. 
Hemphill responded that 
this was so common in South Carolina 
that he would not think of mentioning it. 
Hemphill continued to cite incidents to 
show the bad treatm ent of the negro in 
tbe North, telling of colored men em­ 
ployed in a tobacco 
warehouse 
in 
Marion, Indiana, being ordered to leave 
town on pain of summary punishm ent; 
colored children turned out of white 
schools at Fort Scott, K ansas; white 
people 
at Oxford, 
Ohio, 
protesting 
against tbe admission of colored children 
to white schools. 
In response to this 
laBt assertion, Williams, of Ohio, declared 
that Oxford was a town with twenty-four 
hundred Democratic m ajority i,laughter). 
Hemphill continued by saying, th at he 
did not know any people more interested 
in a free ballot and a fair count, and 
some just solution of_the negro problem 
than the people of the South La Follette, 
Wisconsin, said Hempill, had demon­ 
strated one thing clearly, that in the 
centres of Democracy and ignorance in 
the North, the behaviour toward the 
negro was just the same as in tbe South 
Ho warned the gentlemen on the other 
side that the majority would ultimately 
control in every part of the Union. W hat 
would the gentlemen think if the colored 
men turned and said : “ This villanv you 
taught us well to execute, and it will go 
hard if we do not better the instruc­ 
tions?”

After further de­ 
bate bv Tarsney, Cuteheon and others, 
Rowell closed the debate for the Repub­

Crisp, in concluding tbe argum ent for

W a s h i n g t o n , February 
13.—Repre­ 
sentative Oates, of Alabama, from the 
Comm ittee on Judiciary, to-day reported 
favorably the Houee bill to amend the 
naturalization laws of the United States. 
The report accompanying the bill treats 
the existing naturalization laws in a crit­ 
ical spirit, and calls attention to abuses 
which have grown up under them . 
It 
says: 
An alien may be a notorious 
thief, murderer, outlaw, anarchist, poly­ 
gam ist, a leper, or a hardened criminal, 
and yet our law enables him , by making 
an affidavit of 
intention before 
the 
clerk of a court, to get all the benefits 
of 
citizenship 
within 
tbe 
United 
States. 
So deficient is the present law, 
and bo careless is the practice of the 
judges, with blit few exceptions, th at it 
nas become a m atter of public notor­ 
iety that 
they perform their duty in 
such a periunctory m anner, th a t aDy 
alien, however bad his character 
or 
beastly ignorant he may he, can become 
a citizen of the United States. 
The re­ 
port concluded with a synopsis and ex­ 
planation of the provisions of the bill, 
which are, in brief: Limitation of the 
classes of foreigners who shall be eligi­ 
ble 
to 
citizenship 
in tbe United 
States, 
including 
Indians 
adopt­ 
ing 
civilized 
life; 
prescription 
of tbe form of application; requirement 
th at the District Attorney 6hall defend 
the governm ent against improper appli­ 
cations, and that the applications shall 
be corroborated upon the point of resi­ 
dence ; restriction of jurisdiction to high 
State Courts and F'ederal C ourts; preser­ 
vation of the rights of aliens who have 
already declared their intention; allow­ 
ance of the right of bona-fide applicants to 
m ake homestead entries, ana to receive 
patents after naturalization; and the re­ 
quirem ent of would-be citizens that they 
shall have resided five years in the 
United States and be able to read the 
Constitution in English. 
The Secretary of State has received a 
dispatch from Etaine, U nited States 
Consul at Berlin, in regard 
to the 
measure now before the American Con­ 
gress making im portant changes in our 
immigration laws. 
He says tho pro­ 
posed measures are viewed with much 
concern in Berlin, in political as well as 
national economy circles, as foreshadow­ 
ing changes which eventually may lead 
to a total reform in the 
m atter of 
European 
emigration to the 
United 
States.

It is Declared a Draw by the Referee, 
Parson Davies’ Juleiueut 
at Fault.

N o b t ii J c d b o n , In d ., February 1 3 .— 
The Chicago Times furnishes the follow­ 
ing account of the great prize fight this 
morning at thi* point between Jack Mc- 
Auliffe and Billy M yers for the light' 
weight championship of the world. Prior 
to

fight 
a 
wrangle 
occurred 
over McAuliffe’* having plastered hiB 
hands under his gloves. 
Finally he was 
allowed to put them on. 
At 6:40 two m arshals jumped on the 
platform and informed those present that 
the fight could not go on. 
After a long 
wrangle with the referee and the Sheriff, 
it was agreed to allow a boxing match. 
Time was called at 6 :58. 
First round — McAuliffe led, forced 
Billy to the ropes, and landed his left 
and right on his ribs. The round closed 
in favor of McAuliffe. 
Second—There was an exchange of 
blows which M yers landed on his op­ 
ponent's neck, getting in return a stinger 
on the Doee. McAuliffe slipped at the 
ropes, saving himself from a terrible 
right-hand swing. A foul was claimed, 
but not allowed. The round ended with 
oautiouB sparring. 
Third—Cautious sparring continued. 
McAuliffe led lightly, then landed heav­ 
ily with his left, receiving a right.

Myers 
caught Mac w ith a v ic io u s r ig h t hand 
swing in the fa c e , a f te r sp arriD g fo r an 
opening. 
Seventeenth—MeAuiiffe led with his 
left and reached M yers’ eye, but was 
heavily countered on the body. 
Eighteenth—M yers’ right eye showed 
signs of closing, but otherwise both men 
were in prime condition.

Both were strong, with honors 
even.

round had jnst 
opened when one of the town marshals 
came in and said he would not have it. 
anv longer, as he understood it was not 
• boxing-mateh, but a fight. At this 
tim e (9 o’clock) the fight had been de­ 
layed twenty minutes. 
Arrangements 
have just been made to continue it. 
• Twenty-ninth—Time was called at 9 :05. 
Both men were fresh after twenty-five 
m inutes’ rest. 
Mac rnshed

Myers, barely 
missing a terrible left-hand swing. 
Forty-second—Myers landed twice to 
Mac’s once on the opening rush, and 
followed it up with two straight shoulder 
blows which landed on Mac’s jaw.

Myers succeeded in m ak­ 
ing a fair exchange of fighting and the 
fight grew sharper, McAuliffe working 
on Myers’ stomach and doiDg most of 
the leading.

the Government and to convey arm s for 
the purpose of the Brotherhood.

himself had handed arm s to Michael 
Fagan, the Invincible, who was after­ 
wards hanged. 
At a meeting of Invin 
cibles, the murder of Judge Lawson was 
discussed. 
Patrick Egau was present, 
and upon leaving, wrapped himself up 
in a big cloak to disguise himself. 
Egan also attended the later meeting, 
at which the failure of the attem pt upon 
Judge Lawson’s life was discovered. Tire 
witness said Molloy, before making this 
statem ent, dem urred against giving in 
formation, on the ground that he would 
incur great danger by so doing.
